Health Department To 
Launch Measle War 


Following the last ru- 
bella (German measles) 
epidemic in 1964 and 1965, 
20,000 babies were born 
with severe defects such 
as loss of hearing, eye 
cataracts, heart abnorma- 
lities, and mental retard- 
ation, Some of the babies 
had two or more of these 
defects, Thirty thousand 
miscarriages and _ still- 
births were also attributed 
to this national German 
measles epidemic, 

Dr. C, D, Mcleod, Cof- 
fee County Health Officer, 
announced that on June 9, 
1969, a vaccine against 
German measles was lic- 
ensed. He pointed out that 
it is now possible to wipe 
out German measles, thus 
eliminating the tragedies 
caused by the disease. 

The Coffee County Health 
Department, in cooperation 
with the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health, is 
initiating plans to conduct 
a county - wide German 


measles vaccination pro- 
gram, Coffee County will 
be the seventh county in 
Alabama and among the 
first in the nation to have 
a mass immunization pro- 
gram against rubella. 

The one - shot vaccine 
has been thoroughly tested 
by the manufacturers and 
the U, §S, Public Health 
Service, It has been found 
to be highly effective and 
virtually free of side ef- 
fects, 

Dr. Mcleod exphasized 
that children from theages 
of one through eleven 
should receive the rubella 
vaccine even if parents be- 
lieve they have had the 
disease, Symptoms of ru- 
bella are similar to se- 
veral other childhood di- 
seases, and a laboratory 
test is required to make 
a positive diagnosis of ru- 
bella, The vaccine should 
not be administered to a

ing to Coffee County Sher- 
iff H, D, Tillman, 

Sheriff Tillman said 
Monroe will be arrainged 
before Circuit Judge Riley 
P, Green on September 23, 
Two attorneys have been 
appointed by Circuit Judge 
Eris Paul to represent 
Monroe, 

Monroe of West Virginia 
had recently started to 
work with the state on a 
black top crew at Camp 
Elba, When hewasarrest- 
ed investigators noted that 
his car was heavily blood- 
spattered and his hands 
were heavily cut, 

Sheriff Tillman said the 
investigation showed that 
Miss Harden, a licensed 
practical nursing student 
at MacArthur Technical In- 
stitute at Opp, was at a 
night spot Thursday night, 
September 3 with some 
college friends, Monroe 
was also there, the inves- 
tigators were told, and he 
attempted to dance with the 
young lady two or three 
times, and she refused, 

Officers were told that 
Monroe left about the time 
that Miss Harden left for 
home, About ten miles 
away from the nightspot 
Miss Harden’s car was for- 
ced from the road, the 
sheriff said. The doors 


were locked but the dri- 
ver’s window had been

head and hody, the girlwas

STATE FORESTERS 
ARE COLLECTING 
MATURE PINE CONES 


Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission personnel are now 
proceeding with their 
annual pine cone collection 
program, Each September, 
Forestry Commission per- 
sonnel collect pine cones 
for fall planting in state 
forest seedling nurseries, 
The cones are picked dur- 
ing September because they 
normally are ata stage in 
their ripening process in 
which the enclosed seeds 
are mature, but the cones 
have not ripened enough for 
seed dissemination, 

Southeast Alabama For- 
estry Commission District 
Six headquarters in Ozark 
has the primary respon- 
sibility for supplying state 
forest nurseries with their 
annual quota of slash pine 
seeds. As mentioned a- 
bove, the seeds are col- 
lected in unopened slash 
pine cones. These unopen- 
ed cones are then trans- 
ferred to state forestry 
nurseries where they go 
through a heat treatment 
process allowing them to 
open so the pine seeds may 
be removed, The next step 
is seed extraction where 
the open cones are tum- 
bled in bins until the seeds 
are removed, The seeds 
are then planted in nur- 
sery seedbeds. The seeds 
germinate and are care- 
fully cultivated through the 
winter and summer mon- 
ths, These seeds collected 
in September 1970 will be 
sold as slash pine seed- 
lings in the late summer 
of 1971,

Keynes, who 
was hailed as a “genius,” made 
it clear that his proposal was 
only an emergency measure and 
that it was not intended for ap- 
plication under normal cirecum- 
stances, 

There’s no doubt that F. D. R. 
swallowed the Keynesian nos-

The trouble is, all of us are 
stuck in the same web with 
them! The economic elevator un- 
stuck in the days of Keynes and 
F. D. R., has gone through the 
roof and has assumed the like- 
ness of a rocket streaking up- 
ward through the atmosphere. 
Although some of our economic 
overlords keep whistling in the 
dark and mouthing their hope 
that the inflationary trend has 
been reversed, there seems little 
indication of it—and we're look- 
ing for the proof. 

We have a first-class mess on 
our hands, and the pundits of 
our economic officialdom are slow 
—ever so slow—in learning their 
lesson.
